To those seeking an inexpensive, all- 
inclusive vacation, the world’s greatest 
camping grounds, covering millions and 
millions of acres of primeval wilderness, 
through which modern motor highways 
now run, await the turn of the wheel and the 
chug of the persistent motor. Roads and 
trails, marked by signs, make the recreation 
grounds accessible from nearly every point in 
the land. There are countless secluded spots 
along the banks of streams and lakes where 
the camper may pitch his tent. Uncle Sam 
has set aside a score of national parks and 
fifty great forest preserves, scattered over the 
map, and invites his children to partake of 
the wondrous pastimes provided by a kind 
nature and a considerate government. 
Millions of motorists each year visit these 
places, and that the custom of “rolling our 
own vacation” has become popular is 
shown by the greater number who accept 
the invitation cach summer season. 

Rich in scenic beauty and charm, and 
offering the primitive attractions of the 
wilderness, our great playgrounds offer an 
incomparable field for the indulgence of the 
wholesome tendency toward rational play 
and physical improvement.

Others have put up regular tents that have 
side walls and will eagerly blow down in face 
of a strong wind, leaving the occupants out 
in the rain and wind in their night clothes. 
Others have built a leanto of branches and 
leaves which protect from the moonlight, if 
not from the moisture. Still others, whose 
number increases each season, seek shelter in 
the more substantial tourist camp or farm 
house, and are thus enabled to carry the last 
possible freight. But many feel that this 
takes too much of the camp out of camping, 
and savors overly of a tenderfoot game. 

A little “pup” tent, large enough for two, 
has been found by many motor campers to be 
quite the thing. These take up very little 
space in the car and are easily and quickly set 
up and taken down. A small ditch around 
them will keep the occupants from getting 
soaked in case of rain, and a little mosquito 
netting at the front keeps out the bugs, yet 
provides ample ventilation. And this kind of 
shelter is not overly expensive. 

As to clothes, the requirements are not 
large. For a week-end trip light underwear, 
flannel shirt, khaki trousers, heavy shoes and 
socks, and a woolen sweater are enough.

WORKING IDEA OF 
BUREAU OF BUDGET 


A budget system was adopted in 
the United States In 1921 and the bu- 
reau of budget wus created, The bill 
authorizing the establishment of the 
budget makes the President the head 
of the budget system, creates the bu- 
reau of budget, requires that the 
President submit the budget to con- 
gress at the beginning of the regular 
session each yeur, and requires that 
congress be told at that time exactly 
what the revenues and expenditures 
for the year are to be, and what is 
the state of the public debt. This re- 
port must contain recommendations 
for increasing or decreasing the rev- 
enue as need may require, must give 
details of expenditure for the year 
past, and must give much other neces- 
sary information regarding the na- 
tional finances. Co-ordinating depart- 
ments have been created which func- 
tion under the direction of the bureau 
of the budget, These departments ef- 
fect saving and prevent duplication 
throughout the government service,

Ice, 

Cooked rice has a good many uses besides 
being served for dinner in place of potato 
or as a breakfast cereal. Put it in soups; 
combine it with baked and stewed dishes; 
use it in waffles, spoon bread, muffins, 
cookies, and even in sponge cake; use in it 
salads; make it into desserts, such as farmers’ 
pudding or custard rice pudding, or rice 
with stewed fruits or preserves.

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Uniform Traffic Regulations 
More and more the need is felt for 
uniform traflic regulations in all sections 
and all states of the Union. At this time 
of the year, when thousands of tourists 
are travelling out of state, driving 
through territory that is new to them, 
the difficulties encountered because of 
the wide diversity in traffic rules cause 
much unnecessary unpleasantness. 

It is interesting to study the speed 
regulations of the various states and 
notice the different interpretations of 
safety in motoring. Many of the state 
laws begin “Reasonable and proper, 
having regard to width, traffic and use 
of highways”. This introduction seems 
to be fair enough and needs only broad- 
minded and efficient officials to judge 
what “reasonable and proper” speed 
should be. Aside from this, speed 


limits in different states vary in every 
possible form. 

Some states limit the speed of ve- 
hicles according to the gross weight 
of car and load; some according to 
width; others to size and substance of 
the tires. This may be all very well to 
residents of the states but it is more 
than likely that a visiting tourist may 
not know within 500 pounds the gross 
weight of his car.

are anything but uniform. Connecticut 
and Michigan have no maximum speed 
limits but provide penalties for operat- 
ing at speeds which will either endanger 
the life of a person riding in the car or 
of a person not riding in the car. The 
average maximum limit for open coun- 
try is about 35 or 40 miles an hour. 
Alabama, Nevada and North Carolina 
set their top speed at 45 miles per hour 
while Massachusetts keeps her open 
country limit at 20 miles per hour. 
Ever admitting that the latter restric- 
tion is seldom enforced, and is taken 
literally by only a few, the rule is 
actually in force and roads are posted 
to that effect. 

Parking is another trying problem 
that has received much attention from 
traffic experts. This is one element of 
traffic regulation that cannot be made 
strictly uniform but must be met 
according to the conditions and needs 
of the individual cities. A series of 
articles by William F. Sturm entitled 
“The Traffic Tangle” appeared in the 
January 28th, February 4th and Febru- 
ary 11th issues of “Liberty”, give 
an excellent insight on the parking 
problem in many of the larger cities. 
Mr. Sturm has interviewed many of the 
traffic engineers in the congested cen- 
ters and has compiled figures and facts 
relating to the parking problems that 
are intensely interesting. Quoting from 
one of these articles: ‘So far as storage 
parking at the curbs is concerned, no 
vehicle has a right to use the space thus. 
Streets were intended for moving traffic, 
not as a place to store cars from an 
hour to a day”. One traffic expert Mr. 
Sturm talked to remarked that a man

Neponset. before it is used and should be rubbed with 


paraffin. Let the iron heat until it sizzles 
when tested with a drop of water; then open 
it and rub well with paraffin, after which let 
it bake for five minutes. When cool enough to 
handle, wipe with a soft cloth. Wipe again 
when entirely cool, and it is ready for service. 
It should never be washed. 

The electric percolator should be washed 
after each use, taking care not to dampen 
the connections. Never boil soda in the 
percolator. It can be thoroughly cleaned by 
operating it with clear water. 

When a toaster or griddle is to be used for 
the first time, turn on the current for a few 
minutes, then let it cool. With this pre- 
caution the appliance will be ready for use 
and will require no special care beyond 
wiping or brushing. 

Slectric irons should be kept in a dry place 
to prevent rusting. If rust spots appear, rub 
the surface with a little oil, not kerosene. 

Reflectors of electric heaters should be 
kept well polished. If they become dusty or 
dirty, the heat will be absorbed and not 
given off,

A good homemade furniture polish is 
made by mixing one part of raw linseed oil 
with two parts of turpentine. A little melted 
beeswax may be added. 


Here’s a good menu for a company 
lunch at this season: Chicken loaf; aepernanss 
hot Sally Lunn; ice cream with fresh straw- 
berry sauce; angel food cake. 

If you have a pressure cooker you can 
cook whole wheat in it for a breakfast food. 
Cover the wheat grains with 1 1-2 times as 
much water by measure, soak overnight, 
and cook under 20 to 25 pounds pressure for 
one hour or longer if very soft grains are 
desired. 


When making a two-piece dress for a 
growing girl, take a tuck in both skirt and 
underwaist, so that when you are letting 
down the garment you change it proportionate- 
ly. Stitch the tucks at half inch intervals with 
a long loose stitch. When the first row of 
stitching is ripped out the dress is length- 
ened an inch and can be lengthened again. 

Serve small or moderate-sized portions in 
warm weather and avoid waste. On warm 
days the appetite does not seem as active as 
in the cold months. Choose cooling foods, 
crisp in texture, for part of the meal, and give 
considerable attention to the appearance 
of the food and the table. Out-of-door meals 
on the porch or lawn will be found popular 
and easy, if some of the preparation can be 
done early in the day. 

Cooked liver makes a good salad, com- 
bined with sliced cucumbers. 

Pineapple and cream cheese sandwiches 
are dainty for afternoon tea. 

Broiled peaches, either fresh or canned, are 
appetizing to serve with meat or for dessert. 

Always successful for a porch supper is a 
menu consisting of egg salad, cress sand- 
wiches, iced tea, and any fruit shortcake.

The past week has been an active one for 
the boys. There has been plenty of drill but 
not too much. Sporting events have played a 
leading role in the program of the boys. 
Many distinguished visitors, military and 
civilian, have been here and more are to come 
this week and next. Each day has seen a 
formal military formation, parades, reviews 
and guard mounts; formations that are 
welcome in the life of the student soldiers 
for it is at this time that uniforms and 
equipment are spick and span and the boys 
step out to the tune of lively airs played by 
the crack Fifth Infantry Band which is on 
duty at the camp. 

Among the distinguished visitors who 
have been here the t week were Gov. 
Ralph O. Brewster of Maine and members of 
his military staff, Col. William Tudor 
Gardiner, republican nominee for governor in 
the Pine Tree State; Congresswoman Edith 
Nourse Rogers, of Lowell, Mass., who flew 
here in an army plane piloted by Lieut. 
Donald Duke, commander of the Boston 
protlad Major Gen. Preston Brown and 
aides from corps area headquarters in 
Boston. General Brown is the commanding 
general of the first corps area which embraces 
the six New England states; Brig. Gen. 
William Jackson, commander of the Coast 
Artillery in New England; city officials of 
Portland. 

Swimming has played an important part 
in the training of the boys here this summer. 
Several boys have qualified as life savers 
under the strict Red Cross regulations and it 
is expected that before the camp closes 
several more will have been pronounced as 
qualified to serve as instructors in swimming. 
More than 100 of the students have been 
attending the swimming classes which are 
under the direction of Lieut.

Patten of Manchester, N. H., a reserve 
officer who is considered one of the best 
swimmers in New England and is rated as a 
“Swimming Master” under Red Cross 
requirements. Lieutenant Patten has a 
number of expert assistants including several 
non-commissioned officers from the Fifth 
Infantry, stationed here, and some students 
who have Red Cross qualifications. 

With a full program of training and sports 
the religious angle has not been overlooked. 
Services are held each Sunday for students of 
all denominations. Last Sunday the Protes- 
tant boys attended religious services at the 
Chestnut Street Methodist-Episcopal Church 
while the Catholic boys,attended field mass 
which was held in the woods on the reserva- 
tion, in an opening surrounded by tall oaks. 
Formations of trees around the altar re- 
sembled the apse of a cathedral with the 
tall oaks substituting for the pillars. It was 
a pretty scene, flowers on the altar and the 
colors of Chaplain Monahan's robes making 
a pretty and imposing picture. Plans are 
under way to building a permanent field 
altar of stones. The students will help in this 
task. A field mass is not an uncommon event 
in the army, but it is seldom seen. Services 
for the Jewish boys were held in the officers’ 
club. The services were conducted by Judge 
Max L. Pinansky of the Portland Municipal 
Court. The judge is acting chaplain of the 
Jewish boys in camp and is most popular 
with the students of every denomination. 

The recreation hall is one of the most 
popular places in camp. Mrs. Thomas 

iomas is the wife of Captain Thomas 
Thomas of the Fifth Infantry and comes 
out to the post each day from Portland to act 
as hostess and welcome visitors of the 
students, With Chaplain Monahan and 
Chaplain George L. Thurlow of Easthampton, 
Mass., who was at one time in Skowhegan, 
Maine, also on duty at the recreation hall, 
every visitor to the camp is insured a warm 
welcome and pleasant visit.

Oriental Rug Makers 
Masters of the Art 


Although it is unknown where the 
making of rugs originated, says the 
Washington Star, the highest develop- 
ment of this art was reached In the 
Orlent centuries ago, according to rug 
experts. The nearest to perfect car- 
pets produced are said to have been 
mude in the city of Babylon during 
the years 3000 to 588 B, ©. 

The gradual retrogression in this 
art Is sald to be due chiefly to the 
more complete commercialization of 
the industry. When rugs first were 
made merely for religious purposes or 
for the use of the maker, the best of 
his work went int. the rug; but asthe 
forelgn market gradually grew and 
rugs began to be exported to Europe 
and other markets, workmanship and 
art were subordinated to quantity 
production, 

Curpets made in the Orient cen- 
turles ago cannot be duplicated today, 
Coloring and blending of colors, as 
well as the making of the dye, have 
suffered along with the quality of 
workmanship. The use of vegetuble 
dyes, in many instances, has given 
way to the use of aniline or chemical 
ones, which are sald to be harmful to 
the pile or face of the carpet. By the 
use of chemical dyes of bright colors 
and then washing out the colors to 
get softer shades and tones, the 
oriental carpet ts said to have suffered 
great damage.

“The Salvation Army slogan, ‘A man may 
be down, but he is never out,’ applies also to 
the mining industry. Certainly, copper, coal 
and petroleum have been about as low as 
they could get during the past three years. 
The Law of Action and Reaction, however, 
applies to all basic industries just as it 
ane to mechanics, physics, medicine, and 
other physical sciences. That is why business 
moves in waves rather than on a steady 
€ven course. Most people, however, become 
discouraged when an industry is at the 
bottom of depression and just ready to start 
upward. People are optimistic only when the 
industry is booming and about ready to turn 
downward. A year ago, for instance, copper 
metal was selling close to the lowest price in 
its history. Statistics at that time showed, 
nevertheless, that the worst of the situation 
had been encountered and that improvement 
was to take place. Subsequent events have 
proven this contention. Copper today is in a 
Strong statistical position, selling at 14 3-4c 
per pound which is 20 percent higher than it 
was last year. 

Coal, on the other hand, is just about 
where copper was a year or so ago. This 
industry has been suffering from over- 
production, too much manpower, price 
cutting, and other troubles. However, indi- 
cations are now for a gradual revival. Pro- 
duction has been curtailed, and stocks on 
hand are diminishing. 

Petroleum, like the other great raw ma- 
terial industries of coal and copper, has been 
in the doldrums for some time. Now, however, 
conditions are looking better. Production has 

curbed, demand continues heavy, and 
recently there was an initial price advance in 
crude oil. Statistics strongly indicate that 
the raw material industries, which include 
the mining group, are about ready to take 
their place in the limelight. 


Copper Demand Increasing 


When copper was first mined by the early 
settlers in Connecticut, around 1700, there 
was no question of overproduction. Even as 
late as 1845 the whole output of copper was 
less than 100 tons a year. Moreover, this all 
came then from Vermont, Connecticut, 
Pennsylvania, North Carolina, and Georgia. 
Even after the opening up of the mines in the 
Lake Region, about 1850, and later the 
Montana region, production was not suf- 
ficient to meet the requirements. It was only 
when the huge copper district of the South 
West including New Mexico, California, 
lower California, Utah, and Nevada was 
reached by the completion of the trans- 
continental! railroads that we began to have 
overproduction; Later, of course, came the 
tremendous imports from Mexican and 
South American mines. 

The history of the copper industry since 
the beginning of the present century has 
been one of alternating periods of over- 
production and periods when the demand

ROGER W. BABSON SHOWS THAT MINING Biase se ti cgr at 
CONDITIONS ARE GENERALLY IMPROVING 


Statistics Indicate Raw Material Industries Including Mining Group Are About to Take 
Limelight — Copper-Consuming Industries Indicate 
of Heayy Requirements for Months Ahead 


had caught up with the supply. Copper is one 
of the most widely distributed metals and is 
second in economic importance only to iron 
and steel. Because of its wide availability it 
is natural that rising prices in the past have 
been followed by periods of overproduction. 
It is only within the last two or three years, 
however, that the industry has undertaken 
to regulate itself. This conscious cooperative 
effort toward the limitation of production to 
meet demand is, therefore, one of the most 
inp developments in the history of the 
industry 
Latest statistics are encouraging. Domestic 
deliveries of copper for June were the heavi- 
est on record since August, 1926, indicating 
the strong consuming demand. Also our 
foreign shipments have averaged 85,000,000 
pounds monthly this year compared with 
6,000,000 last year. This big demand has, of 
course, increased the production, but not 
dangerously so, Supplies of refined copper on 
hand in North and South America have 
been reduced by some 73,000,000 pounds 
since January 1 of this year, and by more 
than 680,000,000 pounds since 1920. In 
view of the steady demand it is not surprising 
that prices have advanced 20 percent in a 
year’s time. The important copper consum- 
ing industries indicate continuation of heavy 
requirements for the months ahead. 


Coal in Better Shape 


Leaders in the coal industry have at last 
begun to adopt the two methods by which 
their problems can be solved. Recognizing 
that ‘Hers are too many coal mines and too 
many miners for the consuming capacity 
one of the leading companies has set a good 
example by shutting down ten of its mines 
and allowing 20 percent of its workers to 
find employment in other industries, More- 
over, this action was taken with the approval 
of the labor unions in order that better 
employment conditions could exist for those 
miners remaining supe The likelihood 
is, other big soft coal producers will follow 
suit and shut down their least efficient mines 
in the interests of the industry as a whole. 

The other important step is toward con- 
solidation. The $200,000,000 bituminous 
coal merger in the Virginia and West Vir- 
ginian fields is about completed. Other con- 
solidations are probable over the next few 
years. Moreover, the coal industry has taken 
forward steps in the adoption of labor saving 
devices aid! improved methods of manage- 
ment. The fact that the coal leaders have 
waked up to the necessities of the times is a 
more important factor than the statistical 
positien of coal supplies and production. 

lowever, statistics show that the soft coal 
industry is better than it was. Production is 
now running only slightly above the 1914 
level. Prices have been well deflated over the 
past two years. The gradual decline in 
supplies of coal on hand has been in progress 
for more than a year. At the present rate of 
consumption the supply of soft coal on hand 
in the United States and Canada would last 
36 days. Instead of assuming that the coal 
industry is forever doomed to depression, 
long pull investors are watching these 
changes carefully for any opportunities that 
may develop.

Petroleum Under Control 

Having succeeded fairly well in the bring- 
ing of petroleum production under control in 
this country, American producrs are plan- 
ning to call an international conference for 
the purpose of curtailing world output to a 
level that will be justified by prospective 
demand. If they are successful in reaching an 
international agreement for conservation of 
world petroleum resources, and the preven- 
tion of disastrous overproduction, it will be a 
big step in advance for the oil industry. 
American oil interests recognize that they 
have a world wide problem, and not one that 
is confined to the United States alone. 

As far as the domestic oil situation is con- 
cerned there is in storage about the same 
amount of crude petroleum that there was 
a year ago at this time. Production in the 
West Texas area is well controlled, but the 
agreed upon increase during the current 
month will amount to around 35,000 barrels 
daily, The outlook for the whole Mid- 
Continent field is apparently toward some 
upward trend of output during the next 
four months, The California fields are pro- 
bably at their peak for the time being, and 
production may drop later in the year. In 
other sections, output is expected to remain 
about the same for the next few months. 
Over the whole country there is prospect of 
some slight increase from present production 
levels during the remainder of the year. 
Demand, however, is holding up very well. 
The most ate development in the oil 
industry is the fact that producers have 
learned the value of cooperation, and instead 
of allowing wasteful overproduction are 
working together for conservation. 


Canadian Mining Prosperous 


Development of Canadian mines has been 
very rapid in the past two years. At the 
Current rate of output Canada bids fair 
to lead the world in the rate of increase in 
mineral production during 1928, The coun 
has always been principally noted for agri- 
culture, but now the mining industry begins 
to overshadow other lines, not so much be- 
cause of present value of output, which is 
large, but because of the potential output, 
The economic map of Canada should under- 
go great changes in the next decade because 
of this industry,
